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Attachment to Interview Summary 

1 . The amendment filed 12 May 2009 will be entered upon appeal. In the event of 
an appeal the art rejection of record will be maintained, with the exception that a 
statement will be added that selection of any particular common natural zeolite such as 
Clinoptilolite would have been obvious in view of the teachings of the references absent 
unexpected results. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 12 May 2009 have been considered but have not 
been found persuasive. Applicant has narrowed the independent claim to conform to 
the showing of unexpected results using Clinoptilolite, but broadened it at the same time 
to allow the inclusion of unlimited amounts of diatomaceous earth. The declaration 
evidence clearly states that the experimental data includes only materials with less than 
3% diatomaceous earth and implies that the drying and other absorption qualities of 
diatomaceous earth may influence the results. Thus it is not clear if there are 
unexpected results between natural Clinoptilolite and synthetic zeolite in building 
boards, if the inclusion of large amounts of diatomaceous earth is allowed.
